
Smoking remains one of the leading preventable causes of premature death in the United States. According to the 
CDC, women of reproductive age who smoke are at increased risk for multiple adverse pregnancy-related health 
outcomes.   A large number of studies have suggested that nicotine replacement therapy (NRT) can double the odds 
of smoking cessation.  Effective October 1, 2012 Plan First, Alabama’s Medicaid Family Planning Waiver program, 
will begin to cover certain NRTs and smoking cessation counseling through the Alabama Tobacco Quit Line. 
Faculty will discuss how Alabama Plan First providers and recipients can participate in this new initiative.
